Council agreed to adopt the published agenda. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes 
of the 96th meeting. 


Meeting with CEGEP Personnel 


Chairman informed Council that this meeting, held on 23 
January, had been useful. Discussions were held concerning 
the CLESEC proposals, and from the remarks made, there 
appears to be some sympathy for the Concordia Engineering 
Faculty point of view. It is hoped that another such meeting 
will be held in the near future. 


Meeting with McGill Engineering 


Chairman informed Council that the CLESEC proposals had also 
been the subject of a recent discussion between himself, 
Professor Whitelaw on the one hand, and their McGill counter- 
parts on the other. Both parties had agreed to continue the 
exchange of information and points of view. 


Recruitment - Open House 


Chairman informed Council that some 60 visitors from CEGEPs 
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and high schools had attended this year's Open House. It 
is hoped that these visitors will have received a good 
impression of Concordia Engineering and that they will 
transmit this impression to their fellow students. 


It was suggested that, in future years, the Faculty should: 
a) Hold Open House on the last day of Engineering Week. 
b) Send some exhibits to CEGEPs shortly before Open House. 


Chairman informed Council that Professor Hamblin was main- 
taining a debriefing file and that these suggestions would 
be incorporated into this file. 


It was also suggested that a permanent mobile display, which 
could include the “recycled car", be made available for 
publicity at high schools and CEGEPs, 


NDG in Building Engineering 


Chairman informed Council that a second draft of this appli- 
cation was currently being discussed by the Executive 
Committee. Professors Callaghan and Fazio were also to 

have a meeting with the Rector in order to brief him on 

this application. 


Activities of Members of Faculty 


Chairman informed Council that Professors Lin and McQueen had 
received a $1000 award in the Energy Resource Alternatives 
competition sponsored by SCORE. The award is to be used for 
material to carry out their design of a system utilizing 
solar energy for heating water. 


Professor Swamy informed Council that Professors Katz and 
Vidyasagar had recently published books:

Visits from NRC 
Chairman informed Council that members of the grant selection 


committees for Civil and Electrical Engineering had recently 
visited the University. 


FCAC - Application Procedures 


It was agreed that Professor Fazio would brief the Executive 
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Committee concerning application procedures for FCAC grants. 


Statement by Concordia Engineering to the Conseil des 


Universités 


Chairman informed Council that this document was now com- 
pleted and would shortly be submitted for inclusion in the 
University statement. 


Statement on Research 


The Chairman noted that the last such statement, setting out 
basic Faculty policy on research, had been prepared in 1966 
and now needed to be updated. He informed Council that Dr. 
du Plessis had been asked to prepare a draft of an updated 
version which will eventually be submitted to Council for 
approval. 


Postgraduate Education for Working Engineers 


As requested by Council (item 95-11), Professors Giguere and 
du Plessis tabled their report (Doc. EFC-75-97-1). Professor 
McQueen noted that OEQ has decided not to issue specialists' 
certificates at this time. It was agreed to request EGSC to 
examine the recommendations contained in the document and to 
report to Council at its next meeting. Professor Giguere 
agreed to report on discussions held by the Professional 
Development Committee of OE£Q. 


French Language Requirement 


As requested by Council (item 95-9), Professor Hamblin tabled 
EUSC's report (Doc. EFC-75-97-2). 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve recommendation 
1 of Doc. EFC-75-97-2.

Extension Courses to Prepare Candidates to Write OEQ Exams 


As requested by Council (item 95-10), Professor Hamblin tabled 
EUSC's report (item 1.3 of Doc. EFC-75-97-2), It was agreed 
to endorse EUSC's request that Professor Hamblin investigate 
the possibility set out in paragraph 2 of item 1.3. 


Discussion of Library Needs 


Chairman welcomed Professor Frank Chalk, Chairman, University 
Library Committee, and Dr. J.E. Kanasy, University Librarian. 
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Professor Chalk informed Council that the purpose of his 
and Dr. Kanasy's visit was to discuss existing library 
services as well as possibilities for future development. 


sunday Opening of Library 


It was stated that the Library could not be kept open on 
Sunday as Security could not provide the necessary services 
for the Hall Building on that day. A member of Council 
noted that Security did seem to have sufficient funds to 
install an electronic surveillance system. It was also 
pointed out that some 1500 students enrolled in Computer 
Science courses did have access to the building on Sundays 
despite the lack of adequate security. 


Location of Science and Engineering Library 


There was general agreement that Engineering would be best 
served by keeping this facility in the Hall Building where 
both faculty and students would have easy access, even if 
this entailed Sunday closing. 


Upgrading of Library Facilities 


Dr. Kanasy noted that, because of the loading limits of the 
building, no further expansion could take place on the tenth 
floor, and that any further growth would possibly entail a 
relocation of the Library so that it could occupy two 
adjoining floors within the Hall Building. 


Budgetary Allocations for the Acquisition of Books and 


Periodicals 


Dr. Kanasy informed Council that the Engineering allocation 
had been increased by 25% over last year and that once 

again acquisitions for the topic area "Impact of Engineering 
on Society" would be covered from an interdisciplinary fund. 
He hoped that the historic formula used at present for deter- 
mining budgets could soon be replaced by a more equitable 
formula based ‘on the real needs of a given discipline, Such 
a formula was now being developed with the help of the 
Faculty of Commerce. 


In answer to a question, Dr. Kanasy replied that there existed 
no statistics concerning library expenditures for Engineering 
at Canadian universities. He would welcome any help Engineer- 
ing could provide in obtaining such statistics. 


Library Services - General 


It was noted that there is a high incidence of books and 
periodicals disappearing from the library due perhaps, in 
part, to the inferior quality of photocopying services 
provided within the library. 
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It was stressed that, on the whole, faculty and students 
are pleased with the services provided by the library. 
The Chairman reiterated this point and thanked Drs. Chalk 
and Kanasy for their visit. 


27. Admission Requirements for B.Eng. Programme 


Chairman informed Council that Senate is likely to begin its 
discussion of CLESEC's proposals concerning admission pro- 
files to University programmes at its meeting on 21 February 
1975. It is the opinion of the Executive Committee that 
Engineering should present Senate with its requirements for 
admission to the B.Eng. programme. Professor Hamblin now 
drew Council's attention to Doc. EFC-75-97-3. 


Motion 28. Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to Senate 

75-97-5 that it approve in principle that the requirements for 
admission to the B.Eng. programme for 1976/77 be as set out 
in Doc. EFC-75-97-3. 


29. Award of the B.Eng. Degree for Completion of the Loyola 
B.Sc. Programme 


Chairman informed Council that the ad hoc committee estab- 
lished to consider this question (Motions 75-96-20,21,22) 
would present a report at the next meeting of Council. 


30. Statement on a Faculty of Mathematical Sciences 


The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. EFC-75-97-4, 
and noted that it had been circulated for the information of 
members. He felt that there was no need for Council to 
comment on it at this time. 


coe Inter-Campus Mobility 


The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. EFC-75-97-5, 
It was the Council's feeling that this issue does not 
affect Engineering, 


Motion 32. Council unanimously adopted a motion to advise Senate that 

75-97-6 operations on both campuses would be such that a student 
registering at either campus would take alt courses at that 
location for that year or session. 


33. Para-Academic Credit 


The Secretary informed Council that Mr. Katsof had been 
present earlier, He had left in order to attend other 
Council meetings, but expected to return by 5:00 p.m. The 
Chairman suggested that Council proceed in the interim with 
a consideration of Docs. EFC-75-97-6 and -7.
